Threats Made by the Excited Crowds. 

The scene in the vicinity of the explosion 
surpasses description. Throughout the night 
and morning excited crowds, sometimes num- 
bering 20,000, filled the streets and surrounded 
the wrecked restaurant. The affair was ais- 
cussed in loud and angry voices, and every- 
body joined in condemning the outrage. The 
police were utterly powerless to keep the crowd 
back. Thousands of people were anxious to 
procure souvenirs of the explosion, and the 
shattered pieces of wood in front of the place 
were eayerly seized upon by relic-hunters. 
Finally, the crowd became so large and un- 
ruly that it was necessary to call upon the mil- 
itary for assistance in handling it. A force of 
infazitry wes dispatched to the scene, and the 
presence of the troops soon resulted in the 
restoration of order. 

Ominous words could be heard among the 
groups of excited men standing everywhere 
about the site of the explosion. The crowds 
talked freely and openly of formmg vigilance 
committees and performing the duty of once 
for all teaching the Anarchists a lesson that 
they will neyer forget.

William Astor was born in this city July 132, 
1830.

In 1853 he took charge of his father’s - estate, 
and after the latter’s death he managed his 
own affairs. Sept, 3, 1858, he married Caro- 
line Schermerhorn, a member of a well-known 
New York family. William Astor had five 
children, four of whom are still alive. The 
eldest child was Emily Van Allen.

‘SEALERS TO DESERT GREAT BRITAIN. 


Columbia Schooners Will Fly Foreign 
Flags to Interest Outside Nations. 

Viorortia, B. C., April 26.—Persons interest- 
ed in the sealing industry are considering a 
plan for evading the agreement between the 
United States and Great Britain forthe re- 
striction of sealing in Bering Sea. Capt. Cox, 
a sealer, says that if the modus vivendi is en- 
forced for two years the only way for the 
many sealers to do will be to sell their vessels 
to representatives of other nations. Repre- 
sentatives from Germany and Italy would 
probably be here shortly to take the schooners 
over and send them to Bering Sea under other 
flags. W. D. Hall says that the sealers want 
other nations interested. If England will not 
protect sealers, perhaps other nations would 
do so. Owners ofschooners are therefore of 
the opinion that if vessels fly foreign flags 


| they will not be prevented from sealing, and 


that all the principal nations of the world will 
be interested in the question. All sealers, with 
the exception of two or three, are fitted out 
for Bering Sea, and many are about ready to 
enter the sea.\ Schooners here, and others 
which receive warning early, will probably go 
to the Russian coast. If the government does 
not change the modus before next spring it is 
thought that sixty British schooners owned in 
Victoria wil] sail under foreign flags and look 
to foreign governments for protection.

There were numer- 
ous conferences alap, in which those gentle- 
men expressed their views. 

At one of tnese Mr, Adam A. Guodrich 
asked the Cleveland men from Chicago 
whether they were to be delegates in tomor- 
row’s convention. Mr. Ewing, Mr. Boyesen, 
Mr. Gregory, and others had to sorrowfully 
acknowledge that they are not to be. ‘ But,” 
Mr. Boyesen added, “itis well known that 
the delegates from our section do not repre- 
sent the Democracy there. They are but the 
produce of the machine.’’ Mr. Goodrich re- 
torted: ‘All conventions are products of 
some machine. The Chicago delsgates are 
representatives of the Democratic organiza- 
tion.”” Mr. ,Goudy, Judge Tree, and others 
who were present deprecated other reference 
to the constitution of the convention, and the 
conference broke up that time without ac- 
complishing anything. 

Why They Oppose Instructions, 

Mr. Ladd of Kewanee afterward explained 
why he and others opposed -the instructions 
for Palmer.

Pope is charged in the warrant, which was 
sworn out by James Hayes Sadler, the British 
Consul, with having embezzled £25, but the 
real amount of the shortage is said to be

‘BANKER SCHWEISTHAL ATTACKED 
BY AN EX-DEPOSITOR. 


Saloonkeeper Thomas Keenan Dewands His 
Money and Backs the Demand with a 
Revolver—The Request as tless as a 
Check—Locked Up in a Cell—An Impor- 
tant Confession Made'‘in the Gania In- 

’ egendiary Case—The $1,000,000 Will Not 
Be Enough—Local News. 


Thomas Keenan, one of the creditors of the 
defunct bank of Election Commissioner 
Schweisthal. took possession of the latter’s 
residence, No. 103 Evanston avenue, last night 
and threatened to kill Mr. Schweisthal unless 
the sum of money he had deposited in the 
bank was refunded to him. Keenan was 
promptly locked up at the Sheffield Avenue 
Station, but not until he had thoroughly ter- 
torized the members of Mr. Schwewsthal’s 
household—including his wife, his father-in- 
law, P. D, Kilduff, and ms mother-in-law, 
Mrs. Kilduff—and, threatened Mr. Schweis- 
thal’s life. — 

Keenan was asmall depositor in Schweis- 

- thal’s bank, where he had $400 to his credit 
when the concern went under. He kept 
a saloon at ‘No. 2104 State street, 
and not long after the bank’s col. 
lapse sent a letter to Mr. Schweisthal 
threatening him if he did not pay the money. 
Mr. Schweisthal became frightened and paci- 
fied Keenan by agreeing to pay him $100 be- 
fore the end of April. Keenan waited, while 
his own creditors became clamorous. He 
heard nothing from Mr. Schweisthal. Yester- 
day Keenan decided to wait no longer. He 
made up his mind to visit Mr. Schweisthal. 
His wife said she would go with him. To. 
gether they started last night at 7 o'clock. 
At 8 they resched vaoston avenue, 
Mrs. Keenan remained concealed behind an 
oak tree opposite the Schweisthal mansion, 
while Keenan with his upon a huge re- 
volver walked up the steps and rang the bell. 
Mr. Schweisthal came to the door. 

“Give me my money,”” demanded Keenan 
as he forced his way into the house. 

“Tcan’t give you any money,’’ answered 
Mr. Schweisthal. ‘*The court has it all, and 
your share will come to you in good time: I 
ain r now.”’ 

“Youdon’t look very poor with all this 
finery about you. I'll have that money,’’ he 
said, “or I'll kill you.”’ He reached around as 
if to draw a revolver.. Mrs. Keenan ran out 
of the house and notified two officers. They 
entered the room as Keenan was waving his 
revolver and shouting in an excited manner. 
He was overpowered and left in charge of one 
officer while the other went out to call the 
wagon, but when inquiry was made for Mr. 

» Schweisthal he was nowhere to be found. The 
officers became alarmed and instituted a 
search for him, and found that he had, with- 
out hat or coat, gone down Evanston avenue 
to Diversey street, two blocwgaway. He was 
brought back by the officerg and reassured 
-that Keenan could do him no further injury. 
Keenan was locked up. 

‘When eeen in his cell he said: “Iam not 
going to let Mr, Schweisthal live in splendor 
and let'my wife and children starve. I am 
goiug to have my money.” 

Mr. Schweisthal was inclined last night to 
make light of the whole affair and said that 
Keenan was probably drunk.

Under the decision, the officials say, oleomar- 
garine manufacturers will be able to organize 
wholesale houses and seil the oleomargarine 
to anyone without rot reports to the in- 
ternal revenue office. Thus it will. be very 
easy for retailers to sell oleomergarine with- 
out government license, as without the rec- 
ords of the wholesalers the officers will be un- 
able to locate the retailers.

FIRE DESTROYS ART. 


VALUABLE PICTURES CONSUMED IN 
THE ATHEN ZUM BUILDING.

Flames Break Out in the Top Floor of the 


Stricture and Do Great [Damage to 
Three Stories — Six Hundred People 
Rush Frantically from the Building— 
The Material Loss Estimated at $30,- 
000—World’s Fair Drawings Narrowly 


Escape Destruction. , 


Fire caused a loss that it is a matter of dif- 
ficulty to estimate in dollars, last night, when 
it partially wrecked and (lestroyed the Athe- 
neum Building, the great structure at Nos. 12 
and 14 Van Buren street, which was devoted 
entirely to edugation and art. As tothe loses 
of material it would be safe to say that.$30,- 
000 would represent it, but in the destruction 
of works of genius, of skill, and of time there 
is a logs that cannot be set down in figures. 
The Athenzeum és a seven-story building. It 
was completed May 1, 1891, and dedicated, 
Ferd W. Peck is the President of the Athe 
neum Association. 

The exhibition of the Society of Artists was 
almost totally ruined. There were eighty- 
nine |.pictures and five works of sculpture in 
the collection and a number of other 
pictures which been refused  re- 
mained in a back room. The value 
of the pictures om exhibition is $6,380.

Shower of Broken Glass. 

Nobody could tell how the fire started. It 
was at 9 o’clock when a man standing in front 
of the New Jerusalem Temple, across the way 
from the Athenzum, on Van Buren street, 
heard an explosion and found himself in the- 
midst of a shower of broken glass. The 
pieces cut him and his ¢lothes, and with 
blood streaming from his face he ran toward 
Wabash avenue crying * Fire!’ Then flames 
burst trom the northeast corner of the sev- 
enth or; top floor of the building, and a po- 
liceman ran. swiftly to a box and pulled an 
alarm. 

Before the engines were heard mm response 
to the call there was great. exciternent about 
the Athenzum. Troops of men and women, 
and some c hildren came pouring out of the 
wide portals of the structure; and the flames 
were eating westward along the front part of 
the building. The flames made faster prog- 
ress than the persons who were in the rushing 
crowds that were struggling to escape—a mat- 
ter that caused fright to seize the women, 
and drove men exert their superior 
strength to, push and crowd and increase the 
excitement, Women were beginning to 
scream and men to swear when the firemen 
and police arrived. While the former were 
adjusting their pipes and ladders the latter 
passed the ¢rowd out in an orderly way and 
left the building to the fire and water. 

The first elenent was not long in spreading 
its way all through the upper flaor and then 
breaking out through the roof, lighting up the 
skies and dancing out over the Stude- 
baker Building‘and the Art Institute toward 
Michigan avenue and the flames forced their 
way downward, too, and did a large amount 
of harm before the great streams of water 
the firemen poured in from adjoining build. 
ing and through the staniipipe gained a 
mastery. That was accomplished in less than 
an hour after the fire started, byt the three 
top. floors had been gutted. 

The Athenzwum Building was constructed of 
brick and iron and was perfect in its appoint- 
ments. The firet floor and basement were 
given up to the Athenwum gymnasium. The 
fifth and sixth floors were devoted to class- 
rooms of the Athenzum. The secoad, third, 
and fourth floors were fitted up for the accom- 
modations of artists, while the seventh 
floor was leased to tHe Chicago 
Society of Artists. The Chicago Law College 
has its quarters; on the fifth floor. In one 
room Judge Bailey was explaining the mys- 
teries of *“‘Greenieaf on) Evidence” to 175 
students. In another room Judge Moran was 
addressing a post-graduate class of forty stu- 
dents. They were nearer the place where the 
fire originated than any other persons in the 
building, but, guided by the cool advice of 
their preceptors, they sought safety without 
noise or confusion. On the same floor Prof. 
Einstine was conducting the Athenzum draw- 
ing class of seventy-five persons, who also 
made an orderly escape. 

The Chicago Architectural Sketch club was 
holding a reception in its rooms on the fourth 
floor, ana there were about 100 persons pres- 
ent. In this room was opportunity for a 
great joes, for there wese on exhibition all of 
the original and working drawings of the 
buildings of the World’s Columbian Exhibi- 
tion. These are the drawings intended to be 
exhibited at the World’s Fair. There was 
great anxiety felt for them, and much rejoic- 
ing when) it was found that the fire had not 
touched them, and that the water so liberally 
povred in had not utterly ruined them. 

Other People in the Building. 

On the third floorione of the meetings in 
progress was of local theosophists who were 
listening to W. L. Baird, when the men and 
women hurrying from the upper floors to 
safety gave them the alarm. There was a 
lively rush for jthe halls, and _ the 
excitement almost| amounted to a panic. 
There were many claBses in the rooms on the 
other floors, including one of little girls tak- 
ing instruction in drawing, but all were safely 
marched out by mén teachers. In ali there 
were 600 persons in the building. 

On the second floot seventy-five men and 
women were reheagsing for the American 
cormposers’ concert to be given tonight. The 
alarm frightened them out, and in the flight 
E. C. Greenlee was cht on the hand by a piece 
of flying glass.: Joseph Gegel and Fireman 
Phelan of Company 10 were also cut by glass. 

A small panie followed the gathering of the 
machines called out by the 4-11 alarm among 
the guests in Woods’ Hotel, and aiso in Gold- 
ston’s Hotel, adjoining the Athenzeum an the 


west. ‘ 

J.H. Williams, watchman of the building, 
said he thought the fire started on the roof, 
but evidence was that it started in the studio 
of W. G. Searles in the/northeast corner of the 
top floor from an explosion of chemicals used 
in photographing or other art work. 

The Secretary of the Society of Artists sent 
the! following letter to Mr. Yerkes after the 
fire: :

DEATH OF ASA BRADLEY OF MAPLEWoop. 


Another of Chicago’s Earliest Settlers Gone 
—Sketch of His Career, 

Asa Bradley died of pneumonia rday 
at his home in Maplewood in his 81st year. By 
the death of Mr. Bradley Chicago loses one 
more of its early settlers. He was born in 
Concord, N. H., in 1811, of New England Pu- 
ritan stock; came to Chicago in 1836 and 
worked as assistant to Amos Bailey, who was 
then County Surveyor. Opon Mr. Bailey's 
death Mr. Bradley succeeded him to the office 
of County ‘Surveyor. Mr. Bradley was the

He was a brother of 
Timothy Bradley, long prominent in Cook 
County, who died last year. Mr. Bradley 
leaves a widow and a number of children.

| HARTER ON SILVER. 

Congressman Harter’s speech at Monday’ - 
meeting of the Bankers’ club of this city was 
a masterly exposition of the evils that would 
follow the adoption of free coinage of silver. 
He showed that it would hurt the poor instead 
of the rich, because the bulk of the debtor 
class is found among the men of wealth. 
They have credit. The people who are the 
real creditors are the men who. themselves 
have but limited credit. The deposits of 
working men and women in the savings banks 
fepresent the savings of a lifetime. The ma- 
jority of the laboring classes have their all in 
their homes, the savings banks, and life in- 
surance. The fluctuations ih silver during the 
last five weeke alone would nearly ruin many 
of these people. In that time they would 
have lost hundreds of millions had they been 
on the free coinage basis. The payment in 
dollars worth less than two-thirds par‘ would 
mean 4 loss of $52,000,000 to the pensioners, 
$175,000,000 to army and navy officers, clergy- 
men, and others depending on.a fixed revenue, 
and $1,200,000,000 to the 10,000,000 men and 
women dependent on wages. The scheme of 
free coinage is solely in the interest of the sil- 
ver prodiicer. In California all the bills are 
so printed that they must be paid in gold. All 
bankers who urge free coimage demand that 
all notes held by them must be paid in gold. 
The silver men would be greatly pleased to 
have the products of their mines taken by the 
people for 100 cents on the nominal dollar and 
returned to them for 67 cents, and they would 
see to it that all their claims were paid in 100- 
cent dollars. They are now producing silver 
in Australia and Mexico at a cost of from. 29 
to 37 cents per ounce, and Bland proposes to 
open our mints to this silver ag well as to our 
own. 

Mr. Harter told his auditors that in money 
the matter of volume is not the principal con- 
sideration. Actual money enters but little 
into business transactions. It does but 1 per 
cent of the business in Great Britain and New 
York City, and only 3 per cent of that in Chi- 
cago. But the measuring value of the money 
is of the greatest importance. “if the circu- 


lation was decreased and the value of our 


money put upon a basis that nothing could 
assail our people would be better off in con- 
sequence.” The talk about per capita circn- 
lation is all nonsense. Great Britain has only 
$18, yet does much more business than we do 
with our $24. France with $44 is not so pros- 
perous as Great Britain; and the Argentine 
Rez.ublic, with its eight to sixteen times 
greater per capita circulation, certainly has 
not the kind of prosperity wanted in this 
country. The times of our greatest pros- 


“perity were not those when we had the great- 


est amount of money. Yet the cry of the 
free-coiners is that we ought to increase our 
circulation. But we know that the free coin- 
age of silver would drive out the gold. Then 
our $1,800,000,000 would be reduced to $,200,- 
000,000 by the withdrawal of the $600,000,000 
of gold now in circul ation, and thus one-third 
of our business would have to stop. One-third 
of the workers would be discharged, and they 
would come into competition with the others, 
Wages would certainly decrease under such 
conditions. ‘To be logical, in accordance with 
the arguments of Bland and his supporters, 
we should say wages must be reduced one- 
third. A man*formerly getting $1.50 per day 
would be forced to live upon $1, and would 
receive for his pay a dollar worth only 67 
cents. 

The speaker emphasized the statement that 
the planter of the South and the farmer of 
the West are deceived by the free coinage cry. 
They complain because they have to pay high 
rates of interest. What they want is better 
credit, and then money would be cheaper. 
Their credit will never be good so long as 
they seek to pay honest debts with depre- 
ciated currency. The importance of keeping 
money at a fixed standard is shown by the 
credit of Great Britain. If our money were 
honest would not the world adopt otr standard 
instead of the inconvenient pound sterl ing? 
In order to keep up our credit the purchase 
of silver by the United States Government 
should cease. Some judicious way to ac- 
cumulate gold builion and unload silver 
should be devised. The results of this agita- 
tion will be disastrous so long as our money is 
tampered with. Magnificent crops here and a 
“failure in Europe last year ought to result in our 
now receiving $15,Q00,000 in gold each month 
from across the Atlantic, instead gf which we 
are continually sending gold to England. This 


is because the holders of our securities over 


there say: ‘*‘ At present the dollar is worth a 
dollar in the United States, but if this free 
coinage should eventually win—well, we had 
better get out now while we are safe.” So, 
instead of sending us gold, they send back 
our securities. This constant agitation isa 
menace to our national credit and honor. If 
the government goes on buying silver it ust 
ultimately be disgraced. It could not extri- 
cate itself now without a loss of $150,000,000 
on the silver it has purchased since eg a 


THE STRIKE | OF THE GERMAN PRINTERS. 
Thé conduct of the printers formeérly em- 
ployed on a number of German papers of this 
city is such that it cannot fail to lose them the 
sympathy even of those who sided with them 
at the outset. They began by asking for 
higher wages. That they had a right to do. 
The employers offered thetin two cents more 
per thousand ems than the Eaglish printers 
are getting and made other concessions, But 
as what was offered fell short of the demands 
of the printers they struck. That they had a 
right todo. The employers proposed to arbi- 
trate the entire question. The printers reject- 
ed that. That, too, they had a right to do. 
But as proud and puwerful nations settle their 
disputes by arbitration, and as the English 
printers of this city, as well as most other 
labor organizations here and abroad, have 
adopted that method of settling differences, 
it would have looked much better had these 
German printers followed their ecam, le. 

Still if they chose to insist on certain wages 
and to leave if they could not get them. that 
was their affair. But when they proceeded to 
assault men who had exercised their right of 
working for wages which suited them and 
when they began to disable the machinery 
of their former employers then they stepped 
outside the pale of their rights and became 
violators of the law. If Jones leaves a place 
because the wages do not suit him he has 
neither moral nor legal right to pommel 
Smith because he fills the vacancy for the old 
wages. The man who goes on a strike has no 
greater proprietary interest in his old posi- 
tion than the man who throws up his job m 
the ordinary way, and no iabor union can af- 
ford totake a different position or to act as 
ifit believed thata striker had a right to 
smash his ex-employer’s press because the lat- 
ter had hired s»mebody else. 

Thus far the Eaglish Typographical Union, 
No, 16,-has been giving money aid to the 
Strikers. It is impossible to see how it’can 
continue doing so without indorsing the acts 
of which those strikers have been guilty, 
which are condemned by the community gen- 
erally. That tile English union shouid have 
come to the relief of the German printers was 
natural enough. But it should have given 
them good advice as well as money.

exports, those for 1889 exceeded by 80 per cent 
the $90,145,000 of exports, and the excess for the 
next year was fully 41 per cent, though the ex- 
ports of 1890 were nearly $101,000,000, Of 
course the increasmg differences during that 
seven years of inflation had to be paid for with 
gold, or set down to the score of indebtedness. 
The fact is the latter grew at a far greater rate 
than indicated by the mercantile statistics, 
Money flowed thither in a steady stream to he 
invested in any and every thing that offered. 
National and provincial bonds, mortgage 
cedulas, stock in new banking instit&tions, 
railroads, street-car lines, river steamers, 
building companies, agricultural centers, wild 
lands, or meat factories; whatever was pro- 
posed with even the siighest plausibility or 

the remotest possibility of success found in- 
sinuating promoters and ready takers. Thou- 
sands of companies for hundreds of different 
undertakings were organized and floated with 
millions of capital on paper, only the first two 
or three installments being required to be paid 
in cash, with notes taken for the balance, 

Now that the flaming rocket has burned out 
and fallen as a stack there is little left to show 
for all this except uncounted piles of worth- 
less or discredited bonds and stock certifi- 
cates. Mr. Baker tells of one occurrence last 
Vecember—the sale for $30,000 of a lot of 
various certificates having a face value of 
$1,260,000, which had been pledged as col- 
lateral for a loan of $500,000. He says there 
are “hundreds of other instances, some of 
them even more astounding, where persons 
who have made purchases of stocks and bonds 
cannot now dispose of them at any price.”’ 
Thousands of those who trusted and were de-. 
ceived have been sold out of house and home, 
and the daily papers are fullof advertisements 
of others whose property must be sold to 
meet notes in the bank. The rdle: of 
the public auctioneer ip the best-paying 
busine#s in the country, and many 
who two years agothought themselves wealthy 
are almost without the necessaries of life. The 
mercantile community still have to sell their 
goods for paper money, but are working to 
get their accounts back to a gold basis. They 
struggled at a continuous loss up to last No- 
vember, when $100 in gold would buy $450 of 
paper |money. The following month the 
eqvivalent had receded to $375, and now there 
is more hope. The Consul thinks that while 
there may not speedily be ‘a much further re- 
dnction in the gold premium th® present “‘is 
an exceptionally safe time to make invest- 
ments in Buenos Ayres city buildings or in 
Argentine estancia lands; Wonderful! bar- 
gains are in the market every day, and a mod- 
erate sum of money; with gold at the current 
high premium, will secure very valuable prop- 
erties both in town and in the interior,’ in 
constantly occurring cases where the owners 
are compelicd to realize, having been brought 
to grief by the crisis. He says that large 
amounts of English and continental capital 
are being sent out there to be invested in Ar- 
gentine real estate, and thinks “‘the oppor- 
tunities for such investmeuts will increase as 
the liquidation which is now going on becomes 
more urgent and imperative.” 


At the close of March last year the circula-, 


tion of the different banks, including Treas- 
uty notes, aggregated about $250,000,000. To 


‘that has siace been added $7,000,000 of frac- 
tional currency issued by the government. 
The banks “still keep on their way rejoicing 
‘in spite of the fact that they have not a cent 


available to meet the demands of depositors.” 
But they have put more than $80 per capita 
into the hands of the 3,000,000 of people, and 
the latter do not seem to be very weli off asa 
consequence of the flush of “money” issued 
to them because they wanted plenty of it and 
fancied that would insure them prosperity. 
When the report was written a new bank was 
about to add acother $50,000,000 of inconverti- 
ble notes to the already vast volume of paper 
in circulation, and the announcement was 
hailed with joy, though it has hardly a cent 
of capital, and the Buenos Ayres Standard 
says such a bank would not hold out a single 
month in Europe. But the welcome feature 
of the organization is that ag soon as it is 
able to make che arrangement it shall sell 
shares to the public in consecutive series of 
$10,000,000 each, “‘and shall burn instantly 
the sums of money received for shares, cred- 
iting the|same to the account of the issue ad- 
vanced to the bank.”” These facts, and espe- 
cially the crying need of getting rid of paper 
**inoney’’ which can be. supposed ‘to justify 
the resort to such an extraordinary measure, 
may well form food for thought by the fool- 
ish ones who have demanded a flood of irre- 
deemable money in the United States as the 
one thing most conducive to the happiness and 
proeperi+y of the country,

THE BRAZILIAN RECIPROCITY AGREE- 
ME 


A dispatch from Rio de Janeiro states that 
the Minister of Finance of the provisional 
government of 1890-91 has printed a long 
statement about the reciprocity agreement 
with the United States to the effect that the 
Brazilian Minister at Washington was in- 
structed to make nu agreement which did not 
bind tne United States to refrain from mak- 
ing a similar one with any European power. 
The object was to throw the cane sugar of 
Cuba and the British West Indies out of the 
American markets and give a_ practical 
monopoly to Brazil. The ex-Minister alleges 
further that the Brazilian représentative at 
Washington wrote that this country would 
not make any agreement with Spain. Hence 
he alleges that as one has been made with 


'that and other sugar-producing countries the 


action taken by Brazil lacks “ moral valid- 


ity,”’ and the latter government ought to undo 


what it has done. 

The Brazilian Minidter denies that he ever 
wrote that the United States had made any 
promises as regards other countries. Mr. Fos- 
ter, who conducted the negotiations on behalf 
of this country, says that none were made. 
Of course none wére made, gnd none could be, 
The free admission of Cuban sugar after Jan. 
1, 1891, was a matter which depended quite as 
much on Spain as on the United States. Had 
the former, government proceeded, with or 
without solicitation, to repeal its excessive 
duties on American products the President 
could not have enforced the retaliatory pro- 
visions of the reciprocity law against Cuban 
sugar. The Brazilian Minister was familiar 
with the terms of the new law, and his govern- 
ment should have been. 

It is quite likely that the Brazilian Minister 


made ios tess sided tak Gels would adhere to 
its restrictive commercial policy and would 
not reduce its duties and that he wrote to his 
superiors to that effect. It is probable that 


‘the latter were of the same opinion and 


thought Brazil might be able to supplant 


Cuba and the other West India Islands in ‘fur- 


nishing the United States with raw sugar. 
But if they were deceived they deceived them- 
selves. The agents of this country made no 
unauthorized promises and excited no false 
hopes. — | 

This attack on the Brazilian reciprocity 
agreement is simply an attempt on the part 
of the outs in Brazil to get up a feeling against 
the ins. It is a purely political trick. The 
agreement has been so beneficial to Brazil- 
1ans, by cheapening the price of gvods and 
food products, that they will insist on their 
government sticking to it. 
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: A HOPELESS REFORM. 

A new street-cleaning bill has been passed 
by the New York Legislature and signed by 
the Governor, and, it is stated, will be put in 
operation as soon as possible. The new law 
is due largely to the resdlute work of one 
woman, Mrs. Kinnicut. She got, so the New 
York Evening Post says, a number of first- 
rate men to serve on a committee and in- 
duced the Mayor to accept them as an advis- 
ory committee, She got them to make a re- 
port, which the Mayor accepted. Then she 
got an emineht lawyer to draft a bill and in- 
duced the city authorities and committee to 
accept it. Then she carried the bill to Albany 
and prevailed upon the Legislature to pass it 
and upon the Governor to sign it. To her bez 
longs ali the credit, and’ if shows what a reso- 
lute, plucky woman can do when she sets 
about it. 

The new law involves a radical departure 
from the old methods of street-cleaning. Its 
scope is thus explained by the Post: 


The new plan, devised by the Citizens’ commit- 
tee in accordance with practical experiments 
made in cleaning a district which had been set 
apart for the test, substitutes for all this political 
shiftlessness and general incapacity a thoroughly 
organized, practical business system. The au- 
thors of the plan went about its construction in 
the same way that they would have gone about 
the ae olution of a private business problem. They 
constructed it with the sole end in view of having 
the streets cleaned and kept clean. They divided 
the city into districts, set a separate superinten- 
dent over each district, gave him a permanent, 
disciplined force with which to have the streets 
under his care kept clean, and made him respon- 
sible to the General Superintendent, who has 
charge of all the districts. Under the new law 
there are to be not more than eleven districts, 
each with its superintendent, who is to subdivide 
it inte sections, giving a specified area to each 
street-cleaner, who is to clean it by hand and be 
held responsibie for it at all times, his name be- 
ing placed opposite to it on the hooks of the depart- 
ment. The street-cleaning force is to be a uni- 
formed one and each member of it is to hold his 
position during good behavior and is to be re- 
moved only for cause, and “in every case of re- 
moval the true grounds thereof shall be entered 
npon the records of the department.”’ The cler- 
ical force is to be permanent also and to be as en- 
tirely removed from “political pulis” as the 
street-cleaning force. 

It will be observed that the streets of New 


York under this new law will be cleaned by 
the civil service methods, and thorein lies the 
probability that notwithstanding the good 
work accomp'ished by Mrs. Kinnicut and its 
indorsement by the city authorities, the Leg- 
islature and the Governor, its purpose will be 
frustrated. It might as well be accepted that 
Tammany will defeat the objects of the law 
as it has defeated “every other reform and 
effort to secure an honest public service. The 
politicians with @& “ pull” will never consent 
to have the stteets of that city decently 
cleaned, especially by the efficient labor of a 
fair day’s work for a fair day’s wages. There 
is too much patronage in street cleaning to be 
surrendered by the machine and too many 
lazy bummers ‘and fat contractors to be re- 
tired. It woul@eut eff too many gutter rat 
voters wanting a soft job with good pay and 
nothing todo, Mrs. Kinnicut means well, but 
she has not sounded the depths of the motives 
which actuate that foreign Democratic organi- 
zation cailed Tammany, which exists only by 
robbing and bleeding the rest of the community. 
Her purpose is an excellent one, Its basis of ope- 
ration is sound and practical. It should be glad- 
ly accepted by every good citizen,and if it could 
be carried out practically and honestly it 
would result in clean streets, but if needs not 
the vision of a prophet to predict that Tam- 
many speedily will beat the reform 
in the name and in behalf of the 
Jeffersonian Democracy, and that the 
present system of putting lazy, drunken Den- 
ocratic loafers and bummers “‘on the broom ”’ 
by the district bosses will nut be seriously  in- 
terrupted. These bummers are on the pay- 


rolls and voting lists of Tammany. They con- 


stitute a large force of voting cattle. They 
are constantly in service for the partisan pur- 
poses of that organization, and they form an 
efficient brigade in the hands of practical po- 
litical workers. Tammany therefore easily 
will find methods to evade the new law. Its 
operation will be made so defective that it 
will soon fall into disuse, and gradually the 
old system will prevail again with all its rot- 
tenness and corruption. Mrs. Kinnicut is to 
be praised for her zeal and energy. They de- 
serve a better fate. But it is useless to expect 
that her reform can be carried out in the face 
of politicians with a pull, contractors who can 
be assessed, property-owners who can be 
fleeced, and the rank and file of the Tammany 
following, whose natural affiliation is with 
dirt, and dirt of the nastiest description. 


THE SENATE AND THE NAVY. 

The answer to the picayunish, unpatriotic 
Maumee River naval appropriation of the 
House has been made in the Senate by Sen- 
ator McPherson of New Jersey, a Democrat, 
who has introduced an amendment to the bill 
calling for the construction of three double 
turret iron or steel harbor defense vessels of 
the monitor type of at least 7,500 tons dis- 
placement and a speed of fifteen knots. They 
are to carry two thirteen-inch rifled guns, and 
to beso heavily armored as to be invulner- 
able to shot or shell. Half a million dollars 
aiso is to be appropriated for torpedo boats 
and totpedoes, submarine or otherwise, and 
in addition the construction of ten first-class 
torpedo boats is authorized. 

Senator McPherson’s amendment is sub- 
stantially on the lines of Secretary Tracy’s 
scheme, the latter having recommended in his 
last annual report the construction of two 
armored battleships, one armored cruiser, 
one torpedo cruiser, one river service vessel, 
and as many torpedo boats as the condition of 
the finances might allow. In answer to his 
recommendations the Democratic House, fol- 
lowing closety in the dead of the cheese-paring 
Maumee River statesman, who would not 
haye appropriated a dollar if he could have had 
his way, grudgingly passed a bill authorizing 
the construction of one cruiser, though we 
have cruisers enough for the present, and need 
heavy coast defense vesseis and torpedo boats. 
It is gratifying that the Senate amendment 
comes from a Democrggic Senator and from 
one who lives near enough to the seacoast to 
know its defenseless condition and who does 
not estimate the needs of the naval force of 
the United States from the point of view.of 
the Maumee River or Lake Chautauqua. 
The Senate should promptly pass some such 
amendment as this and insist upon it in con- 
ference. It can safely afford to do so and 
leave the issue with the people. This country 
must and will have anavy-even if the Hol- 
man Democrats do not want it. Lhe amend-

Commander-in-chief 
has effected a junction with Gen. Mora, the 
hero of the late engagement at Pulito. 

The fiercest fighter of Palacio’s army, Gen. 
Juan Quevedo, and his aide-de-camp, José 
Annes, have been killed, butchered in a 
terrijle. manner, not py insurgent troops, 
but by the enraged populace of Los 
Teques. Gen. _Quevedo was a native 
of the Candry Islands. He came to 
Venezuela | the age of 8 yeara. He has. 
been identified 
last twenty-five years, and was always on the 
government side. He had amassed many 
millions, and owned rich coffee plantations in 
the State of Guzman Blanco, in the vicinity 
of Los Teques. 

With his aide, Col, Armes, a promising 
young soldier, he was paying a visit to his 


' possessions at Los Toques April 18 when they 


were attacked by the villagers, who had been 
incited to rebellion by the neighboring mount- 


aineers. |

It is such in 
reality, for ite plan and scope have been out- 
lined by the National Commission, the mem- 
bers of which are agents of the government. 
They have been given exclusive authority by 
act of Con to allot space to intending ex- 
hibiters, his power, as may be readily seen, 
is a vital one, and is of a importance with 
that of the preparation of the grounds and the 
buildings, the duty ass to the Chicago 
Board of Directors. But the agents of the 
government have not been able to perform 
the duties which Congress has im d upon 
them without securing financial assistance 
from the Board of Directors, In other words, 
Chicago has been paying out money to per- 
form the work over which the National Com- 
mission has exclusive charge. . 

** Now we think Congress should become a 
partner in the Exposition to the extent, at 
least, of paying its agents for exercising the 
power which we are forbidden to exercise but 
must pay for. Idon’t think anything more 


can be done until after the report of 
the Dockery comnnittee. It has been 
charged by Congress with the duty of 


estimating how much money will be needed to 
com pléte the Fair. Both the friends and the 
enemies of the Exposition are awaiting that 
report. It will, I think, be presented within 
the next two weeks.”’ 


Will Add a Temporary Structure. 

Wasurtnatos, D. C., April 26.—First As- 
sistant Postmaster General Whitfield of the 
committee appointed by Gen. Wanamaker to 
investigate the postal needs of tne City of Chi- 
cago with reference to the World’s Fair has 
returned to Washi n. The committee has 
not yet formulated its report, but it has been 


decided to ask Congress for an appropriation 


sufficient to meet the increased service which 
will be incident to the Fair, according to the 
plan to be adopted and submitted by the com- 
mission. . It is understood that as the present 
Postoffice Building is wholly inadquate to 
meet these increased demands, the commis- 
sion will ask Congress to authorize the con- 
struction of a one-story temporary addition on 
the Adains and Dearborn street sides which 
will take in'all of the unoccupied space be- 
tween the building and the sidewalk. 


TESTING THE HAWLEY FURNACE. 


Giving This Smoke-Preventer a Trial on a 
Big tattery of Boilers. 

Within a week the McAvoy Brewing com- 
pany will make tests of two batteries of 
boilers to decide whether or not a plant can 
be rum as economically with a Hawley down 
draft furnace as with the old style boilers. 
About the first of the year work was begun on 
reconstructing one of the batteries of boilers. 
Lhe Hawley attachment is about one-half the 
‘height of the boilers, and extends out about 
six feet, across the “entire front. The botuers 
are of the Wileox & Babcock pattern, and it 
is said that this is the first plant in which a 
successful attachment bas been made of a 
Hawley furnace to boilers of this pattern. 
From a smnoke-consuming standpoint, the 
plant put in by the Hawley company is con- 
sidered an unqualified success. ; 

Yesterday afternoon the plant was in full 
operation, and there was. not a suggestion of 
smoke visible at the top of the high stack 
which formerly was one of the most notorious 
smokers on the South Side. So far but one 
battery of boilers has been equipped with a 
emoke-consuming device, The batteries are 
identical with.this.exception. Iu a few days 
the old battery will ve fired up, and for three 
weeks a careful account will be kept of the 
expense for coal for the old boilers and for 
the Hawley furnaces. As the plant is being 
run at present the latter furnaces are some- 
what more expensive. . Block coal worth from 
$2.50 to $8 a ton is being burned, while in the 
ola furnaces slack coal costing $1 a ton less 
was utilized. The McAvoy people, however, 
believe as their engineers become better ac- 
quainted with the new plant and new im- 
prover ents are introduced that slack coal can 
be used with the Hawley furnace. If the test 
is satisfactory from an economical standpoint 
the second battery of boilers will be at once 
fitted up with the smoke-consuming device. 

The working of the Hawley system can be 
easily seen at the McAvoy *plant. re are 
two grates. The 


firing door opens above the 
upper grate, which is shut off from the flues 
by a solid brick wall. In this grate are the 
two pipes: which really form part.of the 
boiler. The draftis directly down through 
this grate and over a bridge wall. In the oid 
furnaces the draft is from below and rises

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WILL RUIN THE STATE 


CATTLEMEN WILLLEAVE WYOMING 
UNLESS PROTECTED. 


They Say That the Hold of the Rustlers on 
Some of the Counties Prevents Any Jus- 
tice in Trials—The Prisoners Taking Life 
Easy at Fort Rassell Awaiting Develop- 
ments—The Effect Upon the State’s Fi- 
nancial Future Shown—The Lands Only 
Fit for' Grazing, Not Farming. 

Cueyrgexwe, Wyo., April 26,—[Special. |—The 
cattlemen are settling down to their prison 


| quarters at Fort Russell and are accepting the 


situation with philosophy. They are different 
looking men from -the company that stepped 
from the special train Sunday afternoon. 
The consumption of writmg waterial and 
stamps in the bowling alley is somethng 
enormous. Each man is eaget to read every 
line printed about the late trouble arid news- 
papers are read every day from the title line 
to the bottom of the last column on the last 
page. 

At 3 o’clock this afternoon a little incident 
occurred which resulted somewhat unpleas- 
aotly for a visitor. A tall, well-built, sun- 
burnt man, Henry Morrow, wearing the con- 
ventional wide-brimmed white hat, obtained 
& pass from Maj. Egbert to jump over the 
ropes that mark the exercise ground 
and see ai fried inside. Morrow 
walked as far as the door of the building. But 


side the doorway and the moment he laid eyes 
upon the visitor shouted : ** Get out of here, we 
don’t want you in ts building.’””’ Two sec- 
onda later he was fired bodily into the roped 
arena. Maj. Egbert was within hearing dis- 
tance and hurried -to where an 
angry group of cattlemen were looking at 
Murrow. *‘We don’t want that man here,” 
said Mr. Irvine, in answer to the Major’s 
qnery. ‘‘ He’s an old-time. rugtler.’”? Mr. Ir- 
vine in a few minutes said Morrow had tried 
to act as spy when the expedition was organ- 
izimg, and had even followéd gne member to 
Denver tty to pump him, Maj. Egbert 
has released Mr. Irvine on parole inside the 
fort, appointing him the nt‘of the prison- 
ers to look after the commissary supplies. 
The Governor's Letter Discussed, 

Gov. Barber’s letter to Prosecuting-Attor- 
ney Bennett of Johnson! County created no 
little talk today. As in every other point 
raised affecting the raid the opinion expressed 
is extremely diverse. Those who hold up the 
Governor’s hands declare it shows the chief 
executive of the State is determined that vio- 
lators of the law, to matter who they be, 
shall be punishéd accordmg to law. 
Others say it is but another move 
in the scheme to release the cattlemen, 
claimmg that the Government ignores the 
fact ‘that a warrant has been sworn out before 
Justice of the Peace Joseph Reimann of 
Buffalo, charging the prisoners with the 
murder of Champion and Ray. 

However diverse the opinions regarding the 
merits of the case, there is but one opinion as 
to its effect on the financial status of the State. 
A prominent lawyer ~stated that as 
soon! as news of the trouble reached 
the East the moneyed men immediately 
ended all negotiations. Cattlernen say that if 
the case. goes against them it will ruin the 
State, as they will move every hoof they own 
from its boundaries. S. Manville of Til- 
den, Neb., President of the Converse Cattle 
company, is in the city, Three years ago 


his company had a herd of 20,000 
cattle ranging near Lusk, Today they are 
grazing in Montana. ‘“ Why did we move 


there?’ queried he in answer to a question. 
‘Because of the loeses we sustained through 
rustling. Our branding is much larger in Mon- 
tana than in Wyoming, with conditions no 
better. Then we feel safe in Montana. Its 
laws guarantee protection to stockmen ; those 
of Wyoming do not. If my cattle were in 
Wyoming comes I would get them out just as 
quick as I could. 
that the Wyoming stockmen, have done just 
what is right.” 
What Joseph Frank Thinks.. 

One of the most prominent. cattlemen of 
the West, Jose Frank of Chicago, arrived 
today. Heis tary and ‘T'reasurer of. the 
Ogalliala Cattle company, whose ranch is in 
the hotbed of the recent trouble, and during 
the afternoon was at Fort Russell in earnest 
consultation with William Irvine, manager of 
the Ogallala ranch. In the evening he made 
the following statement, giving in full the 
causes of the recent expedition : 

As a matter of justice and fair dealing some 
of the cattlemen interested in Wyoming beg to 

heard. We, the taxpaying, law-abiding ele- 
ment. demand a fair and impartial hearing on 
the part of the press. The cattle interests have 
suffered lately most severely from depredations 
by as unscrapulous atid fearless 4 lot of scoundrels 
as ever disgraced the earth. Men who were re- 
ceiving $5 to $i00 per month and who usually 
spent that money in debauches are now proprie- 
tors or very respectable little herds. That men.who 
were not known as owners of cattle now represent 
themselves as cattle proprietors 1s an énigma 
when they cannot show a bill of purchase. in 
Wycming, where the cattle industry is the princi- 
pal interest, it had to be hetiged in with safe- 
guards, and itis a law that a bill of sale must 
be shown for every brand that is claimed. 
The large breeding herds are simply a hunting 
ground for these fellows. One of their modes of 
stealing is to kill the cow and take the unbrand- 
ed calf. Another method is to change brands. 
These fellows use our horses to steal our cattle. 
The cattlemen up there have been patient for 
along while and these rustlers became bolder 
more defiant, and whenever prosecutions were 
had their trials usually miscarried. The ingenious 
and specious pleA that this is a’ battle between 
the big and the small cattlemen is an abso- 
lute falsehood. The smaller herds are always 
taken care of by the bigger neighbors and are 
really sources of revenue to them. It costs the 
bigger cattlemen nothing to round up the few 
cattle of their honest neighbors with their own 
and in many cases this is doné. The big cattlemen 
invariably got along well with the bonest smaller 
ones and encourag them in every way. Tbe 
statement that the smaller farmers are driven out 
by the big cattlemen is false. 

The struggle of the cattlemen has been a severe 
one. We have to battle with the inclamency of 
the weather, with steadily declining and long- 
distance marketa, and now the very foundation of 
our business existence is being taken away by 
thieving elements. For several years honest em- 
ployers have been driven out of the country. 

Others |in sheer despair have given up and 
moved away. Smaller cattle-owners have been so 
overawed that out of fear they outwardly took 
part with|the “rustler” element. If the dishon- 
est element should obtain the upper hand it will 
seriously cripple the State. It will be a 
vital question for the State and also the 
railways centering here whether the taxpaying 
element shall rnle or dishonest adventurers. The 
unoccupied lands of Wyuming, Montana, and 
part.of Dakota are fit only for grazing, and when 
men risk their preperty and their lives, and ih a 
measure make a success the cattle industry, 
they should not be driven away by lawless people. 
Three-fifths or more of the entire taxes paid in 
the new State of Wyoming are paid by the caft}e- 
men. ‘

of Levallois and Perrett. I do not think that 
Benoit and Bulot should have demanded tne | 
death of the*fathers of families, Then, again, 
the brutality of the police when they arrested 
my comrades; revolted my censciénce, and I 
determined upon revenge. 

“In regard to the St. Germain explosion, I 
loaded a bomb that congained sixty cartridges. 
I dressed myself in broadcloth and went to 
Benojt’s house without attracting any atten- 
tion. , After depositing the machine and light- 
ing the fuse, I ran downstairs and reached the 
pavement just as the explosion occurred. 

“The operation in the Rue Clichy was 
the same, only I carried the bomb in a bag. 
A portion of the powder became displaced 
and thus rendered it extremely dangerous'to 
light the bomb, as it might explode. Yet I did 
not hesitate to take the risk.”’ 

Ravachol concluded his remarks with an ex- 
position of his theories, He said: “I wish to 
see anarchy established, and the whole people 
asone great family, each méniber ready to 
share what he has with his brethren. I com- 
mitted these outrages in order to draw the at- 
tention of the public tothe needs of the An- 
archists.”’ 

Simon was next examined, but no new 
revelations were obtained from him. He ad-: 
mitted his complicity in the outrages. 

Chumartin said, when questioned, that 
which he intended to use in blowing up the 
Palace of Justice.
